Mayor orders holt in sewer plant spending

Cotsenmoyer today ordered a halt in 
expenditures for engineering on the 
regional 
wastewater 
treatment 
system because the Bureau of 
Prisons 
has 
not 
approved 
the 
participation 
of 
the 
Federal 
Correctional Institution. 


In a statement from the office of 
the City Council 
this morning 


Cotsenmoyer 
was 
described 
as 
“ disappointed 
to 
learn 
that 


negotiations by City Administrator 
Gene Wählers in Washington to 


bring about the Bureau of Prisons 
participation in the wastewater 
disposal program apparently are not 
meeting with success.” 


The statement was released at a 
press 
conference 
attended 
by 
Cotsenmoyer, Councilman E. C. 
Stevens 
and 
Dustin 
Griffith, 
assistant city administrator. 


Lompoc has spent about $9,000 
plus for soil analysis — scaled down 
amounts pegged to reflect the City 
Council’s caution. Stevens noted 
that the city would have spent about 


$30,000 at this point under a full 
scale program of engineering. 


Total engineering costs would run 
to nearly $700,000 for the regional 
system for which city voters have 
approved a $1.5 million bond issue in 
expectation of slate and federal 
grants. The city has indicated that 
wastewater disposal 
entities 
in 
Vandenberg Village and Mission 
Hills are prepared to pay part of the 


cost for the privilege of using the 
regional disposal plant. Total cost of 
the immediate project is about $9.1 
million. 


About 87‘/2 per cent of the project 
cost is anticipated from state and 
federal grants, but the intransigence 
of the Bureau of Prisons has ca^t a

over 
that 
possibility, 
according to Cotsenmoyer.

Nixon claims nation full of promise 


W A SH IN G TO N 
( U P l ) 
- 
President Nixon, proclaiming the 
nation basically “ sound, and full of 
promise,” today renewed his call 
for leaner government and more 
reliance on the individual to make 
hard decisions at home and abroad. 
Apparently 
referring 
to 
the 
Vietnam War and the controversy it 
generated, he said, “ We have passed 
through one of the most difficult 
periods 
in our history without 
surrendering to despair and without 
dishonoring our ideals as a people.” 
The 
President 
made 
the 
statements in a 1,500-word message 
to Congress which he described as a 
concise overview of the nation’s 
condition —the first of a series of 
messages he plans in place of the 
traditional “ State of the Union” 
address. 
Nixon said the first part of the 
decade of the 70s has been good. 
“ Our job —all of us together —is 
to make 1973 and the years to come 
even better ones,” he said. “ I 
believe that we can. 
“ But we must never forget that 
nothing worthwhile can be achieved 
without the will to succeed and the 
strength to sacrifice. Hard decisions 
must be made and we must stick by 
them.” 
The President offered few details 
of his proposals for a government 
that could tax less and interfere less 
with the daily life of the people. 
In coming weeks, he said he would 
be sending Congress a special 
message on how to “ hold down 
taxes,” along with others dealing 
with several broad areas. 
In 
general, 
he 
said, 
“ Our 
objectives will be to hold down 
taxes, 
to 
continue 
controlling 
inflation, 
to 
promote 
economic 
growth, to increase productivity, to 
encourage foreign trade, to keep 
farm income high, to bolster small 


Unemployment 


rate drops 


WASHINGTON

- The 
nation’s 
unemployment 
rate 
dropped to 5 per cent in January, 
lowest 
since 
July, 
1970, 
the 
government said today. 
The decline was reported from a 
December level of 5.1 per cent in 
spite of a small drop in the number 
of persons with jobs, the Labor 
Department’s 
Bureau of 
Labor 
Statistics (BLS) said. 
The December rate originally was 
reported as 5.2 per cent, but the BLS 
said an annual revision of its 
statistical base dropped it to 5.1 per 
cent. 
President Nixon set a target two 
years 
ago 
of 
reducing 
unemployment to 4.5 per cent, 
revising that last year to a goal of 5 
per cent by the end of 1972. 
The actual number of jobless 
workers rose in January by more 
than half a million to 4.7 million. 
After seasonal 
adjustment, 
the 
jobless rolls declined from 4.5 
million to 4.4 million.

business, and to promote better 
labor-management relations.” 
As for trimming the government, 
“ the time has come for us to draw 
the line,” Nixon said. “ The time has 
come for responsible leaders of both 
political parties to take a stand 
against overgrown government and 
for the American taxpayer. ” 
“ The basic state of our union 
today is sound, and full of promise,” 
Nixon 
said. 
“ We 
enter 
1973 
economically 
strong, 
militarily 
secure and, most important of all, at 
peace after a long and trying war.” 
Nixon said his domestic programs 
emphasize 
“ less 
waste, 
more 
results and greater freedom for the 


individual 
American 
to earn a 
rightful place in his community 
—and for the states and localities to 
address their own needs in their own 
ways, in the light of their own 
priorities. 
"By giving the people and their 
locally elected leaders a greater 
voice through such changes as 
revenue sharing, and by saying ‘no’ 
to excessive federal spending and 
higher taxes, we can help achieve 
this goal, ” Nixon said. 
The President extended an olive 
branch to the Democratic-control led 
Congress where many lawmakers 
have complained bitterly about cuts 
Nixon has recommended in various 


social programs in his budget. 
“ I pledge to do my part to achieve 
a constructive working relationship 
with the Congress,” Nixon said. 
“ My sincere hope 
is that the 
executive and legislative branches 
can work together in this great 
undertaking in a positive spirit of 
mutual respect and cooperation.” 
The President touched only briefly 
on foreign policy. He said it is 
necessary for world peace that the 
nation’s “ word is believed and 
strength is respected.” 
“ The peace with honor we have 
achieved 
in 
Vietnam 
has 
strengthened this basic American 
credibility, ” Nixon said. “ We must 


act in such a way in coming years 
that this credibility will remain 
intact, and with it, the world 
stability 
of 
which 
it 
is 
so 
indispensable a part.” 
Nixon 
said 
he 
would 
send 
Congress during the next few weeks 
detailed messages outlining these 
objectives —holding down taxes. 
—Controlling inflation. 
— Promoting economic growth. 
—Preserving and enhancing the 
environment.

liveable. 
-Protecting the consumer.

- The 
colonel, a veteran combat pilot, 
found little cause for joy in the 
prisoner of war list from Laos. 
There were but ten names on it 
—seven U.S. military men, two 
American 
civilians 
and 
one 
Canadian. 
“ You can’t help but wonder what 
happened to the rest of them,” he 
said softly, thinking of the many 
others who disapppeared in the 
Laotian jungle. “ You just can’t help 
but wonder.” 
The colonel’s words summed up 
w ell 
the 
deep 
sense 
of 
disappointment 
pervading 
the 
Pentagon after the Communists 
finally provided an official roster 


Thursday of prisoners held captive 
in Laos. It might be the first list of 
living POWs in Southeast Asia the 
United States receives. 
Defense officials had anticipated 
the list would be longer because 311 
men were carried on Pentagon roles 
as missing in action there. Some had 
hoped it would include up to 50 or 60 
names. 
The Pentagon said 1,274 U.S. 
servicemen 
remain 
missing 
in 
action throughout Southeast Asia 
and 
that 
53 
others 
definitely 
considered captured alive have not 
been accounted for. Among those 53, 
defense 
sources said, 
are 
two 
“ known” to have been captured in 
Laos. 


Unlike earlier rosters of the 
POWs in North and South Vietnam, 
said 
Defense 
Department 
spokesman Jerry W. Friedheim, the 
l^otian list made no mention of any 
captives who died in prison. All 
those on it were reported to be alive. 
Friedheim indicated the United 
States will press through diplomatic 
channels to find out whether any 
additional POWs died in prisons in 
Laos. 


The new list had its bright side as 
well. Ten families who were told 
last weekend their men did not 
appear on the Communist POW list 
handed over Saturday got better 
news this time.

SAIGON (UPl) - The four-party 
Joint Military Commission (JMC) 
today postponed until Sunday their 
first discussions on the return of 
American prisoners of war despite 
angry blasts by President Nguyen 
Van Thieu and the chief U.S. 
delegate who accused the JMC of 
wasting time. 


The delays and squabbles over 
technicalities brought another blast 
tonight from Thieu who accused 


Poland, 
Hungary 
and 
the 
Vietnamese 
Communists 
of 
sabotaging the cease-fire by stalling 
in the Saigon conference halls 
instead of moving into the field to 
police the truce. 
Thieu, in a lunar New Year 
address to the nation one minute 
before midnight—the start of Tet 
and the Year of the Buffalo—said 
the stalling of technical talks had 
allowed the war to continue in the 
countryside. He said the Communist

Supervision and Control 
(ICCS) 
must show more good will toward 
recognizing cease fire violations. 
The JMC in a four-hour meeting 
today agreed to discuss the prisoner 
release after Maj. Gen. Gilbert 
Woodward, the chief U.S. delegate, 
accused the other members of 
wasting the past five days.

priority plan to spend $265 million in 
clean water funds for local sewage 
treatment works has been adopted 
by 
the 
state Water Resources 
Control Board. 
The action by the state gives high 
priority to a regional wastewater 
disposal system proposed by the 
City of Lompoc and supported by 
both 
Vandenberg 
Village 
and 
Mission Hills. In effect the action 
indicates that $8.349 million of the 
project costs are eligible for state 
and federal grants. 


The largest single sum earmarked 
by the board Thursday was $27 
million for a water reclamation 
plant operated by the City of 
Sepulveda. The plan is subject to 
possible revision Feb. 15. 
The board each year assigns 
priorities to various local treatment 
facilities for receipt of federal and 
state clean water grants. The $265 
million is scheduled for allocation to 
projects of the board’s highest 
priority.

108

proposed as eligible for funds. In the 
next two categories, another 27

Superior Court Judge Charles S. 
Stevens Jr. today ordered that the 
entire Grand Jury transcript in the 
Phil Regan bribery case be sealed 
until completion of Regan’s trial. He 
said it was done to assure a fair trial 
for 
the 
66-year-old 
defendant 
accused of seeking to bribe County 
Supervisor 
Frank 
Frost 
in 
a 
controversial rezoning matter. 
The order exceeded even the 
request of defense attorney Frank 
Crandall. Crandall had asked for the 
sealing of certain pages of the 
transcript. 
Thomas Sneddon, deputy district 
attorney, told the court he felt the 
transcript contained “ very little 
information” that had not been 
made previously. He claimed the 
transcripts had not been sealed 
before in even “ notorious cases” 
and thought that such a ruling would 
“ make people think you are trying 
to hide eveiything.” 
Judge Stevens replied he was 
powerless to stop “ such public 
speculation.” 
Stevens asked Crandall at one 
point; “ Don’t you feel there were 
names and subject matter in the 
transcript that were given out to the 
press?” 
Crandall said this was correct. 
Sneddon told the court he felt the 
court 
“ was giving 
Mr. 
Regan 
special 
treatment 
that 
other 
defendents have not been given.” 
The 
matter 
of 
Regans’ 
associations 
with 
some 
county 
political 
leaders 
has 
been 
considerably speculated upon in the 
press. Regan’s homes in Montecito

gathering points for many well 
known figures in local and state 
politics for years. 
Judge Stevens said the Regan case 
has

the Regan transcript would “ fan the 
flame of controversy” and “ cause 
more prejudice in the community 
and make selection of a fair and 
impartial trial jury more difficult.”

“ I think we are really in for a tough time 
now.” an army spokesman said “So I think 
we must be prepared for anything 
The spokesman said the Protestant 
extremist Ulster Defense Association had 
“virtually accused” the Irish Republican 


Arm> i IRA i ot declaring war on it and 
warned Northern Irish that a violent 
Protestant backlash may come. 
Religious and political violence involving 
extrem ist 
Protestants 
and 
Roman 
Catholics, the IRA and British security 
forces have taken 698 lives in 3l/2 years and 
wounded 
thousands more. Six of the 
victims have died since Monday, five of 
them executed in gangland style—by a 
bullet in the head. 
A sniper also killed a British soldier, the 


first regular trooper to die in violence this 
year, while he was manning a road block 


late Thursday in the border town of 
Strabane. 20 miles southwest of Londonder­ 
ry 


The army identified the soldier as Sgt. 
William Boardley, 30, who was struck by 
four bullets. The sniper opened fire after 


troops arrived to check reports ot a 
bombing at the scene. 


Happy 
researchers 
open mummy 


DETROIT (UPI) - The 
medical researchers were 
as 
gleeful 
as 
children 
opening a Christmas toy as 
they unwrapped 10 layers of 
wrappings to get to their 
gift of knowledge. 
“ ...Everything is there,” 
Dr. Aidan Cockburn said 
Thursday as he huddled over 
a 
2,700-yearold 
Egyptian 
mummy. “Tons of stuff. 
Enough to keep us busy for 
years!” 
Some 
20 
scientists 
at 
Wayne State University had 
embarked on a seven-hour 
autopsy on the mummified 
remains of an Egyptian man 
about 26 years old to aid in 
the study of the evolution of 
infectious diseases, hoping 
to find clues to the causes 
and cures of such ailments. 


“This is the first time 
we've had a crack at a 
mummy 
that 
nobody's 
touched,” said Wayne State 
U niversity 
physiologist 
Robin A. Barraco. 


Microbiologists, 
an­ 
thropologists. surgeons and 
pathologists 
from 
the 
United 
States, 
Canada, 
E n g lan d , 
E gypt 
and 
Czechoslovakia 
participat­ 
ing in the autopsy found 
through earlier X-rays that 
the subject probably died of 
a skull fracture. When they 
opened the remains, they 
were even able to locate an 
incision 
through 
which 
organs had been removed to 
be mummified separately. 


Before the autopsy, they 
thought the mummy was 
that of a woman.

which Johnson previously 
deeded to the National Park 
Service. 
But the other 3,444 acres 
goes to Frates Properties, 
Inc., Tulsa, Okla., for an 
undisclosed amount. 
Rex D. Frates said he will 
announce plans for the land 
soon, but he promised he 
would not ruin it.

Naples, Italy was the scene of holiday celebrations 
this year for Ruth Roberts, 3910 Mesa Circle Drive. 
On an extended vacation, she visited the first time in 
three and a half years with daughter Linda, her 
husband, Lt. Cmdr. David P. Longenecker and their 
children: Jennifer, 11; Jamne, 10; David. Jr., 6. He is 
stationed on the NATO Base.

welcomed the New Year,” recalls the visitor Despite 
Italian police recommendations and rules against the 
custom, fireworks of all sorts are set off, climaxing 
the New Year’s Eve celebrations in public places. 
“ We had a wonderful vantage point, says Mrs. 
Roberts. “From the balcony we could see Capri and 
Mt. Vesuvius as well Our Navy ships, anchored in the 
bay, were soon obliterated by smoke, the result of 
thousands of fireworks.” 
Driving the streets the following day, one could see 
the result of another custom 
In many areas, 
particularly Naples, it is a tradition to get rid of “old 
junk” lying around the attic by simply dumping it out 
the window as the clock strikes midnight. (In recent 
years, the youth also have enjoyed the sport of 
garbage throwing > It’s a good reason to stay at home. 
Symbolically, the idea of the former is that one gets 
rid of his burden of old troubles and start the new year 
under the best auspices. 
In Italy, Christmas centers around the nativity 
scene or presepio, an artistic reproduction of the birth 
of Christ These are predominant in both the homes 
and public places Mrs Roberts and her family visited 
the most extensive on exhibition to the public. It is in 
Naples, 
located 
in 
the San Martino Museum’s 
Cuciniello collection and consists of several hundred 
figurines. 
Epiphany Day, La Befana’ (Jan. 6i marks the end 
of the holiday season. It is traditional on this day to 
offer some small present to children A counter-part 
Santa Claus, La Befana generally is portrayed as a 
wrinkled, shabby old woman, good-hearted enough to 
travel over the country to deliver the gifts. 
In all churches and homes, figurines of the three 
kings from the Orient are placed in the manger scene 
it is the last time for the year that the little light 


will burn in many mangers. 
Holidays were only a part of the excitement for the 
Lompoc traveler, who kept a daily record of activities 
in a travel diary from fellow-members of Alpha Club 
Roadrunners group. 
Her flight via a 747 was an experience in itself. 
Dinner on her arrival was as guest of the Egon

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NATO members near agreement 


VIENNA (UPI > — Diplomatic sources said today that 
NATO and Warsaw Fact members are near agreement on 
how to start their talks on a mutual cut'in troops and arms 
in central Europe 
The sources said both the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization (NATO) and the Moscow-led Warsaw Pact 
alliances were applying quiet pressure on Romania, a 
maverick within the Warsaw Pact, to drop its insistence on 
full participation in the talks. Romania, they said, 
apparently is conceding 
“ The Romanians realize they are fighting a losing cause 
and are looking for a way out,” one source said. 


The “ way out, 
the sources said, will be Romania's 
agreement to accepting “ observer 
status at the talks, 
coupled with an assurance that it will be a full participant 
at other negotiations to take place some time in the future 
on troops cuts in the Balkans. 
Most delegations, including the Russians, predicted the 
preliminary talks for a conference on troop cuts in central 
Europe would finally begin Monday. The talks opened 
Wednesday, but quickly adjourned when delegates from the 
19 nations realized that a lot of details, including the 
participation issue, would keep them from getting down to 
work. 
The West insists that the only full participants include 12 


nations—seven from NATO, live trom the Warsaw Pact— 
which actually have troops in central Europe 
NATO officials said any expansion of this participation 
would also expand the territory concerned, multiply the 
complications of an already complex subject and invite 
failure. 
Moscow originally proposed that Romania and Bulgaria, 
another Balkan member of the Warsaw Pact, be given full 
participation Most Western diplomats doubted that Bul­ 
garia, which follows the Soviet line, would press the issue 
as hard as the Romanians have 
The “ observer ’ status already is held by five NATO 
nations- Turkey. Greece. Italy. Denmark and Norway-but 
they have no troops in central Europe These nations 
indicated they would demand full status it Romania 
received it. 
Other details, like the seating of delegations and the 
chairmanship, remained under discussion today in private 
meetings between individual delegations. 
Even the name of the talks is still under discussion. The 
West wants them called “ Mutual and Balanced Force 
Reductions." or MBFR, while Moscow wants to eliminate 
the word balanced —apparently because the West believes 
“ balanced" reductions should entail larger Communist 
troop cuts than Western.

Another new agency 


Ever since the Mammoth Decision, the 
California Supreme Court action which 
requires environmental impact reports on 
private developments, the County of Santa 
Barbara has been attempting to set up the 
administrative machinery to conform.

c o m m i t t e e

recommendations

Supervisors. The committee is composed 
of certain county department heads and 
the county administrative officer. 
This 
week 
the 
County 
Board

Supervisors, on a 3-2 vote, agreed to set up 
a 
single 
agency 
to 
process 
the 
environmental impact reports. 
The planned machinery and procedure

for 
this 
new 
agency 
appears to 
be 
extremely vague. Our concern is that it is 
a new agency, adding to bureaucracy. We 
also express concern over the obvious 
exclusion of the planning body of the 
county in the set up of the agency. 


It is our belief that a qualified, already 
established planning department should be 
responsible for the evaluation of such 
impact reports. We further feel that 
recommendations 
of 
the 
evaluations 
should be brought before the Planning 
Commission and the entire development 
proposal be forwarded to the Board of 
Supervisors. 
We see little need for the new agency 
created. 


Nixon economies 


NEW YORK - To see what the 
drastic cuts in the Nixon domestic 
budget mean you have only to touch 
base in this troubled city. In a dozen 
different areas, from public housing 
and 
model 
cities 
to 
day-care 
centers, the cutbacks put a new 
burden 
on an already gravely 
overburdened community. 
To say that New York is a city 
under siege is a slight exaggeration. 
Nevertheless, 
in 
certain sectors, the 
South 
Bronx 
for 
exam ple, 
it 
is 
literally true. Fear 
and death stalk the 
streets, 
with 
the 
police 
seeking 
to 
hold back a tide of 
violence. 
New York is conspicuous if only 
because so many news-gathering 
agencies are located here. But in 
one degree or another the same 
deterioration is true in almost every 
large city in the country. A dozen 
big-city mayors are meeting with 
New York’s John V. Lindsay in 
early February to coordinate their 
efforts to persuade Congress to 
reverse the Nixon economies. 


“ We've managed to put $5 million 
into the South 
Bronx,” 
Mayor 
Lindsay says. "Now that may seem 
like a very small sum, and it is But 
at least it has done something to 
show that ruinously bad housing can 
be rehabilitated ” 


To check the swift deterioration, 
Lindsay says, the city should spend 
not less than $50 billion at the rate of 
$5 billion a year. Nothing like this 
sum 
is even 
remotely 
visible. 
Revenue sharing cannot come close 
to compensating for the sweeping 
cuts in the Nixon budget. 


Lindsay sees this in terms of 
human suffering and degradation 
Without the matching funds from 
the federal government, day-care 
centers will have to be restricted or 
closed down This means that the 
small children of working mothers 
will be turned into the street or 
locked up m slum apartments. It 
will be a contribution to delinquency

Police Commissioner Patrick V. 
Murphy 
has just 
authorized 
a 
thousand extra tours of duty for 
policemen 
in 
Brownsville 
in 
Brooklyn. That will cost $90,000 in 
overtime pay, a miniscule sum in 
terms of the city’s needs, yet it is a 
chip off the working budget. 
The order followed the shooting of 
two policemen in a running and 
apparently unprovoked attack in 
Brownsville. For New York’s 30,000 
police 
the 
attack 
has 
further 
confirmation of a black militant 
conspiracy bent on killing cops 
wherever they can be struck down. 
Murphy and the men at the top 
around him do not share this 
conviction, nor is there objective 
evidence for such a conspiracy in 
spite of the wild statements of some 
militants following the shoot-out in a 
Brooklyn sporting goods store. In 
some reports the attackers were 
said to be after guns to arm black 
militants. 
Nevertheless, the conviction held 
by virtually all the 30,000 armed 
policemen, 
according 
to 
those 
familiar at firsthand with the police 
force, is that such attacks are part 
of 
the 
state of siege in this 
beleaguered city. The force is made 
up largely of the ethnics — Irish 
Catholics, Italian-Americans — the 
object of a special appeal in the

campaign.

the patrol car in 
Brownsville were two 
brothers, 
Vincent and Carlo Imperato. 
Since they are at the bottom of the 
economic heap, it is the blacks who 
will feel most directly the cuts in 
welfare, 
health, education. 
The 
deeply rooted feeling that the Nixon 
administration has no regard for 
blacks will be accentuated. This 
plays into the hands of the militants, 
who constantly propagandize the 
theme that there is no recourse but 
violence. 
It may be possible to muddle 
through It may be that Congress, 
with the pressure of the cities 
turned on hard, can restore the 
funds denied in the Nixon budget. 
This last, however, is doubtful, with 
the concentrated power of the 
presidency so great.

Defrauding the public — 2 


Although 
he 
was 
elected to 
preside over the Assembly sessions, 
Speaker 
Bob 
Moretti 
has an 
aversion to the task. In his absences 
from the Chamber during sessions 
various Assemblymen take turns in 
the 
c h a ir. 
U su ally 
it 
is 
Assemblyman 
Jack Fenton, the 
majority floor leader and confidante 
of Moretti. 
Fenton has an obsession on “ no 
fault” insurance and has sponsored 
unsuccessfully such a bill the past 
three years. 
On December 1, the final day of 
the 1972 session, the Assembly was 
convened by Speaker Pro Tern 
C arlos 
Bee 
at 
9:33 
a.m . 
Assemblyman Ken Cory took the 
gavel at 10:04 a.m. and Fenton 
replaced him at 11.30 a.m. Moretti, 
excepting for one strange and brief 
occasion, did not appear on the 
rostrum that day until the closing 
hour. 
The Journal shows that Fenton 
was presiding at 2:59 p.m. At that 
time he recessed the Assembly until 
3:25 p.m. Moretti made his first 
appearance on the rostrum of the 
day and reconvened the Assembly. 
Twenty three minutes later he 
turned 
the 
gavel 
over 
to 
Assemblyman Joe Gonsalves. 
Immediately thereafter Fenton 


took up SB 1493. This was a measure 
which Fenton had hijacked after his 
own "no fault” bill had failed in the 
Senate. He amended his defeated 
bill into SB 1493. 
The journal shows that at 3:48 
Fenton took up his bill and that it 
passed by a vote of 43-23. 
That it was a close vote is 
indicated by the fact that the journal 
also shows that after the vote had 
been taken Assemblyman William 
Bagley received permission to have 
his vote added to the roll call to 
make the total of 43 "aye” votes. 
The journal further shows that 
Assemblyman 
Frank P. 
Belotti 
voted “aye”. It is quite possible that 
Belotti’s vote was the 41st vote and 
that the 42nd vote, like Bagley, 
came along after passage had been 
won. 
Now the fact is that Assemblyman 
Frank Belotti had been absent from 
Sacramento since October 12. The 
further fact is that Assemblyman 
Belotti died at noon on November 
30. 
The voting of Belotti to assure 
passage of a pirated bill on “ no 
fault” therefore was clearly illegal, 
in violation of the constitution, and 
an outright and deliberate fraud. 
The sobriquet of “ghost” voting was 


no longer just a fiction. 
That it was deliberate seems 
undeniable. 
At no time during 
Belotti’s absence from October 12 
on to the time of his death was he 
voted on any other measure. 
That it was known to all that he 
had died fully 24 hours before the 
roll call on SB 1493 cannot be denied. 
The Journal records that Speaker 
Pro 
Tempore 
Bee 
called 
the 
Assembly roll at 10:03 a m with 73 
members 
present. 
Immediately 
thereafter 
Assembly 
Chaplain 
Father Leo McAllister offered a 
prayer in tribute to Belotti. At 11:30 
a.m. 
with 
Fenton 
presiding, 
A ssem blym an 
Dick 
B arnes 
p re s e n te d 
a 
re s o lu tio n 
memorializing 
the 
death 
of 
Assemblyman Belotti. 
And it also shows that Speaker 
Moretti adjourned the 1972 session 
out of respect to Assemblyman 
Belotti. 
The Senate, to its credit, refused 
to act on SB 1493 ruling that the 
amendments made by Fenton were 
not germane to the bill as it was 
introduced.

Thalidomide compensation 


WASHINGTON - It has been 
more than a decade since the world 
learned that a sedative drug called 
thalidomide, 
taken 
by pregnant 
women, had resulted in the birth of 
about 
10,000 horribly deformed, 
limbless babies in a dozen countries, 
mostly West Germany, England and 
Japan. 
There 
are about 
400 
thalidomide children in England. 
Most of them have still received no 
compensation for their injuries and 
maintenance 
from 
the 
giant 
D istillers 
corporation 
which 
produced and marketed the drug, 
under the trade name Distaval, as 
"completely 
safe 
for 
pregnant 
women and nursing mothers.” 
This tragic situation has received 
front-page 
attention m 
British 
newspapers in recent weeks as the 
negotiations between thalidomide 
parents, 
the 
government 
and 
Distillers reached a showdown. 
In 1971, Distillers, whose profits 
exceeded $150 million last year, 
made a bloc offer of $7.8 million for 
settling all the cases. Under great 
financial duress, most of the parents 
were ready to accept this paltry 
sum which averaged $20,000 per 
child 
A 
few 
parents 
refused, 
however, and Distillers imperiously 
stated that unless all accepted the 
offer would be withdrawn. It even 
tried unsuccessfully to have the 
courts 
remove 
the 
dissenting 
parents from representing their 
children. The company’s bargaining 
power was considerably enhanced 
by the utterly archaic state of 
English law when it comes to 
awarding justice to victims of 
hazardous consumer products. 
The tide finally began to move 
against Distillers last September 
when the London Sunday Times 
began publishing a series of articles 
about 
the 
entire 
thalidomide 
tragedy 
and 
the 
behavior 
of 
Distillers. The company filed suit 
and obtained an injunction against 
the Times to stop a forthcoming 
article, 
arguing 
that 
it 
would 
prejudice the case in court. This 
move, of course, only heightened 
interest in the case among the 


British press. 
Events began to move quickly. 
Spontaneous boycotting of Distillers 
products, which include such well- 
known Scotch whiskies as Johnny 
Walker, Haig, Dewars, Vat 69 and 
Booth’s, Gordon’s and Tanqueray 
gin, converged with public criticism 
by 
several 
large 
institutional 
shareholders of the company. On 
December 14, Distillers raised its 
offer to $28 million over ten years 
provided the government permit it 
tax 
deductibility. 
The 
furor 
intensified 
as 
the 
government 
rejected this attempt to make the 
taxpayer bear a large portion of the 
f in a n c ia l 
burden. 
Se vera l 
supermarket chains announced they 
were boycotting Distillers products. 
Major 
banks 
and 
insurance 
companies 
associated 
with 
the 
company publicly criticized what 
they said was an inadequate offer. 
Early 
this 
month, 
Alexander 
McDonald, the crusty accountant 
who heads Distillers multinational 
operations, was called to London by 
the financial establishment and 
given some advice. Make a better 
offer, he was advised, or this matter 
could lead to more government 
regulation 
and 
a 
boycott 
of 
D istillers 
products 
in 
other 
countries, notably the United States 
On January 5, McDonald announced 
an offer of $51 million spread over a 
ten year period, or about an average 
of $120,000 for each victim 
No 
provision was made for a spiraling 
inflation 
or 
for 
back 
interest 
payments. 


By comparison, in the United 
States a thalidomide child received 
$800,000 in one case Other children 
received settlements far in excess 
of Distillers’ latest offer from 
Richardson-Merrell, the American 
drug 
company 
which 
clinically 
tested 
thalidomide 
on 
a 
few 
pregnant mothers before the Food 
and Drug Administration moved to 
block sale in this country and 
averted a major tragedy. 
Elsewhere in Western Europe, 
such 
as 
West 
Germany 
and 


Scandinavia, 
the 
culpable 
companies, Chemie Grunenthal and 
AB 
Astraa, 
finally 
agreed 
to 
payments even lower than the latest 
Distillers 
offer. 
But 
in 
other 
countries the children have received 
nothing 
In Ireland at least 84 
thalidomide children have been 
located. They and their parents have 
received 
nothing 
The 
German 
company, 
Chemie 
Grunenthal, 
offered the hard-pressed parents 
several hundred to a few thousand 
dollars provided they bring their 
children to Germany for inspection. 
In Japan, where there are more than 
1000 thalidomide children, and in 
Argentina, Italy, Brazil and other 
nations, even less is known about 
these limbless 10, 11. 12 and 13 year 
olds 
Citizen 
pressure 
has had an 
impact on Distillers. But more 
needs to be done to assemble the 
facts and secure justice for children 
in England and other countries.
